Work fot bur 'Cbaxnbet'Of Commerce* 

Now. that wo Lavo a CLamlier of Com' 
merce organized, vtc may expect timt our 
commercial interests will be better looked 
after than liiis Jiitlierto been tbo cai>e. We 
do Doi, of course, nieuo to imply hy this tbat 
Ihe'y ^ill be possessed cf tmv powers of di- 
rectly effecting tbi3 important object ; but 
tbey will, by tbe combination of individun 
opinions, be able to arrive ut n correct idea 
of wbat ou^'M to be done, to place ns in the 
Host advantageous position possible, oiid will 
thus nflord our Qoverument a pretty safe 
g round to work upon, cither, J'!^1%*^BS" or 
by negotiation. This newly'^fotiEea'oody 
\vill find we liavo no doubt, tbat ibero is 
plenty of room for thsm to act. Apart from 
tbo vast field that lies before them for opening 
new channels of trade witli our port ; the 
duty tbat devolves upon them of bringing to 
ligbl, and pointingout tbo remedy of our local 
defibi^DcicS ; llierd is very much in the state 
of onr oomnifarcial relations wilb' tbe United 
Slates, and oven xvitb tbe adjacent colooy, 
that calls for their serious attention.- .AVe 
have set out with freo trade principles, and 
have no doubt been a gainer thereby in more 
vays than one, but our liberality hiiG not had 
many imitators among our neighbors on this 
coast. Notwitbstaniling tbe United States 
long ago perceived the necessity arid advan- 
tages of reciprocity with tho British North 
American provinces, and concluded a treaty 
for that purpose with them. Still they 
have not yet extended tho prineiplo to 
the western slope of tho Rocky Mountains. 
Ad.: American Btatesman baa observed itbai 
* the various parts of the A'Aerioao^ooUnent 
like tbo^ of.^tbbu bjqman ,body,' :,ara,wooder-' 
fully adapted ' to eii'ob"btberl''' Thff dlfieifent' 
portions of thoj continent do not profitably 
admit of any commercial separation, and the 
principle of uurcstricted intercourio with tho 
lirilish North American Possessions has been 
approved alike by free traders and 'protec- 
tionists at all periods of oar national exist- 
ence'.", If this' is tbo fact with reference to the 
eastern portion ot tbe continent, which was 
more particularly in view of tho writer of 
tho abovo sentences, how much more is it ap- 
plieablo to tho Stales and Colonies of the 
east Paoiflc. Tho latter are, by their very 
isolation fri^m tba reat of. the. '.cohtiaent far 
mort'depiiDdant npon and ' ndtlpted for each 
other, than jCanada, and the ^ Northern States 
of 'tboIltlaDtic. There Is little doubt but 
thdt'liie' prinbipla woiild have been at tbo 
Bame'litna extended to ue, had we then been 
BufRciently developed at ihe negotiation 
of tha Reciprocity Treaty, to have 
attracted' nny attention. As it was our 
insignificance and tho absence oi local 
government capable of looking after our 
wants, caused us to be entirely overlooked 
There is no reason, however why this state 
of things should continue. The returns of the 
past year must convinco the people of Cali- 
fornia that we will henceforth be amon;; 
tbeir best, if not the best of their cnstomers, 
that they have everything to gain and nothing 
to. lose by naaking trade between us .as free 
ns possible. TVe havo taken the St«t step. 
Of our freo port system they have uothing to 
complain. In simple justice wo are entitled 
to similar favors. The iradejbetwcen the ports 
of this coast, at least aa to home productions, 
should be as free as if it were all in one coun- 
try. Our coal, lumber, furs and fish should 
enter' San Francisco upon tbe same terms as 
iva. admit tb«>r flour, iruitaund wines. There 
shpuld be reciprocity, pure and simple. 

Ia conjunction with reciprocity between 
this colooy and California and Oregon, .lomes 
tbo question of the expediency^of intercolonial 
fre84-t|^ejin our rirespeative groduotions. 
Ttfereis no reason 'for tlie.present stringency 
of tha r^^e[i\^e^lawa ^f; British i j^olup^biii^. A 
systeni or'disorihiinating duties might be 
framed so as to admit our manufactures or 
native produce into that Colony free. Thin 
would aid the development of our resources 
without materially iiflecling tho annual in- 
come of that Government. We are aware 
that tha : Home Government have in past 
times disapproved of a similar course of pro- 
ceeding on the part of some of tho eastern 
colonies, but the ideas which at that time 
dictated their disapproval may bo said to bo 
now exploded, and there is not tho slightest 
fear of their being revived. The mother 
country is now disposed far less than form 
erly to iaterfero wilb bcr colonies, in their 
legislation tor their mutual benefit, oonacious 
as sho is tbat they sbonld naturally be the 
best jiidi^ea of their own requirements. 

■ Clo.soly connected with the question of re- 
ciprocity oi trade in the productions of this 
colony and those of tho States on this coast, 
is that of the necessity of some modilication 
of tbe navigation laws of one or both ooun* 
trios. At preisent 'they operate very une- 
qually. For tho last forty-five years the 
United States hove steadily refused to allow 
n vessel belonging wholly or in part to a sub- 
ject of any foreign power to carry gnoda bo- 
tween any two American ports. So strict are 
tbey In 'bkrryibg out this law, that they will 
not allow, it tq be evaded by foreign yosscis 
running between New York, San -Fran- 
ciscd' arid tlib Isthmus of Panama, car- 
rying on through ttatfic; tho pasenge of 
the goods through the latter country 
being held not to divest them of their 
transitory character. Now, although our 
navigation laws are, in theory, similar to 
tbe American laws in this respect, yet cir- 
oumslBDces tend to make them bbt nearly. so 
exclusive in their cITeots. Take tbeir opera- 
tion in these waters as an example. Here we 
ore, three colonies lying contiguous to each 
other, all a portion of tho British dominions. 
The relation we bear to eaeh other is some- 
what similar to that between two or three 
Slates of the American Union. Tet, for the 
purposes of the navigation la^s of Brimla wc 
are as portions of difTerent' nations. An 
American vessel sailing between Victoria and 
■Westminster, or Victoria and Slekin is not 
looked upon in the light of a coasting 
vessel, vhough all these points are 
within British territory. They arc therefore 
in this respect on the same footing as our 
own vessels, and may compete with' them or 
drive thorn out of tho trade, from tho superior 

rotaotlon derived from thoir own laws. We 
say superior protection, for their laws give 
them tlio exclusive control of tho coasting 
trD.de between their domestic porU, and our 
laws give them equal privileges with British 
bottoms in the in tbrcblbniaii trade. The 
injustice towards British snbjocta in these 
colonies, wrought by this state of things, 
is uiamlest at a glance. Although wo 
present every facility for ship building, 
and although our conformation and 
position have oviJontly destined us lor a 
maritime nation— for the Britain of tha Pa- 
cific, )ct at ihu very conimcncoment of our 
career we find our lows place ub ia an unfair^ 



competition with powerful neighbors. Now 
there should bo such change in the navi- 
gation laws as would make our inloicolonial 
trade a coasting trade. Kither this, or reci- 
procity between the shipping of these colo- 
nies and ibat of the Paoifio States in the 
coasting trade of both cotntrles ia required, to 
give fnir play lo our ship-building interest. 
The entire or partial union of the three colo- 
nies might effect tho former object, should tho- 
American Government refuse — as they prob- 
ably would — to alter their laws. The whole 
subject is well worthy of tbe investigation of 
commercial men, and we hope to see it 
brought by them before tho Home and Colo- 
nial Goverumcnts in proper shape.

We know Ihe com- 
mittee are de.-)iron« of doing what is right in 
the matter, and it was only on the ground 
that it might prevent the road contractors from 
getting men enough to carry on their con- 
trr.cts, that made thetti place the rate of 
wijgcs.^o low.

Biitn's Trickkrv.— Tricks are 
played by prisoners olten without an ostensi- 
ble object. I have a rcinenibrancc of ono 
woman, named .Turvis, at Millbaiili,' whose 
efforts to place her head in remarkable posi- 
aions eauH'd great embarrassment lo tho ofli- 
cers in charge. Wherever there was space to 
sriuecze a head, this woman's soon found its 
way, and theru it would remain a fixture for 
hours, although its romoval was generally at 
tho option of'lbft.prisbnWv. In each of the 
refractory osll'doors ira small trap, used lor 
passiug the food to the prisoners, and through 
this appetturo would tho woman's head bo 
thrust, with n silly, defiant expression of 
countenance. It was a "ndicroua part of a 
matron's duly to stand in tho ward, arguing 
with this woman, and bogging her to lake her 
head iu ; all that her e.\postulatiou3 elicited, 
by way ol reply, being un idiotic Etare. I'^n- 
dcavoring to open the duor might have led to 
tho dislocation of tl'.o prisonei's ncolf, and 
only an urgent remoii.slrance could bo mads. 
Jarvis, or "crying .Jarvis," as she was termed 
by the prisoner?, was ci<nsidoted to he o lit- 
tle weak in inlellcci, and certainly this extra- 
ordinary freak docs not. warrant me in es- 
tinantltigVber is sane. Tho extra duly she 
ontaileiT'dn hbr olBcer may bo readily im- 
agined when medical orders- woro. issued that 
the woman tvas not to be . Ipft .with- ber head 
in that position, as, if her . feet-wave to give 
way beneath her, death would infalibly ensue, 
Tho guard wore acfcuatomcd to be called iu 
to Jarvi.-i'.s head at all hours of the day ond 
night, anil efl'irts wero rnado to gently force 
il llirough the npurturc again ; if successiful, 
the trap wa.s iminetlialely closed ; if unsuo- 
csKsfnl, a matron sat down to keep watch on 
this aggravating head. Strict orders wers 
given not to open the trap of Jarvis's door;
